COPYRIGHT IN SPEECHES. 

A decision of vital importance to English 
speakers, lecturers, and authors who read in 
public portions of their unfinished and there¬ 
fore uncopyrighted work, was rendered Au¬ 
gust 6 by the House of Lords, as will be seen 
from the cabled information given elsewhere 
in this issue. 

The case arose over the verbatim reports 
of Lord Rosebery which, in 1S96, were first 
published and copyrighted by the London 
Times, and then, in 1899, reprinted without 
permission by John Lane, in Lord Rosebery’s 
book “Appreciations and Addresses.” As 
Lord Rosebery made no claim to copyright in 
his speeches, the Times, as it had duly 
registered its reports according to the re¬ 
quirements of the British Convright Law, 
promptly brought action against Mr. Lane on 
the ground that he had infringed its copy¬ 
right. There was no dispute concerning the 
facts, the only issue being whether, within 
the meaning df the statute, reporters of the 
public speeches of other people were authors 
or not. It was also admitted that the re¬ 
ports. so far as it was possible to determine, 
reproduced the exact words used by Lord 
Rosebery without abridgment or elaboration. 
An injunction was granted in the Chancery 
Division, but the decision was reversed in 
the Court of Appeal. Now the House of 


Lords, four judges against one has definitely 
established the reporter’s right or that of his 
employer. Lord Rosebery, it was contended 
bv Augustine Birrell, the counsel for the de¬ 
fense, was the author of his speech. But the 
Lord Chancellor took the view that the re¬ 
porter was the author of the report of the 
speech, and that the statute gives copyright 
to the first producer of a book, “ whether it 
be accurate or inaccurate, of literary merit 
or no merit whatever.” 

Under this ruling an English stenographer 
can take down any uncopyrighted utterance 
and figure in the role of author by copy¬ 
righting the transcript of his notes. 


THE AIMS OF THE PUBLISHERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the American Publishers’ Association, the 
Secretary was authorized to make public the 
following official declaration of the purposes 
and aims of the Association: 

The American Publishers’ Association is 
said by more than one daily paper to have 
been organized for the purpose of curtailing 
authors’ royalties. It seems necessary, not¬ 
withstanding the obvious fallacy to the in¬ 
itiated of such a report, to deny it officially. 
The conditions of publishing at the present 
day make it impossible for such a combination 
for such a purpose to be effected, and the 
question of authors’ royalties has not been 
and will not be considered by the Associa¬ 
tion. 

Other newspapers have stated that the As¬ 
sociation intends to antagonize the Depart¬ 
ment Store interests. Such a course would 
indeed be fatal to most if not all publishers 
of popular books at the present day. No 
publisher of miscellaneous books could afford 
to neglect this very large and growing chan¬ 
nel for the distribution of his products. 

The American Publishers’ Association was 
organized for the purpose of remedying cer¬ 
tain trade abuses which have told with pe¬ 
culiar hardship upon the retail dealers in 
books. It is, however, hoped that the pro¬ 
posed working of the Association may also be 
of benefit to literature and books of the more 
serious sorts which have been, owing to the 
trade abuses which are to be remedied, much 
neglected by booksellers, to the detriment not 
only of the trade itself but the author and 
the public as well. 

The cutting of prices of the more popular 
books, resulting from the selling of these 
books as “leaders” by the trade, has also 
brought about the cutting of prices on the 
more solid classes of books to an extent 
which prevents the retailers from selling them 
at a profit, and it has therefore become a 
rare thing to find a good assortment of the 
more serious literature at the retail booksel¬ 
lers. to the great inconvenience of the pur¬ 
chasing public. This is, in the opinion of 
most observers, an entirely unnecessary state 
of things, as the purchasers of the better 
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classes of books are and always have been 
willing to pay a fair price for what they need, 
their great desire being to have afforded 
them an opportunity of examining these books 
of the better class, which under the existing 
state of things do not form any part of the 
ordinary bookseller’s stock in trade. 

It is believed that the reasonable regula¬ 
tion of prices, as proposed by the Association 
on certain classes of books, will result in these 
works forming a more important part of the 
stock of the bookstore, to the great conven¬ 
ience of the public desirous of becoming ac¬ 
quainted with the best literature that the 
publishers have to offer. 

The leaders in the Association may be 
trusted to recognize the fact that the move¬ 
ment must and ought to fail of success un¬ 
less its rules and reforms result in an advan¬ 
tage to the public over the present system, 
and as business men their aim will naturally 
be to cater to the wants of those interested in 
literature in the best possible manner, which 
they believe lies in the direction of building 
up prosperous bookstores, whether in de¬ 
partment stores or elsewhere, in every im¬ 
portant centre in the United States, where the 
output of the publishers, not only of novels 
but of the more serious books as well, may 
be examined and purchased by a book-buying 
and book-loving public such as is to be found 
in this country in greater proportion to the 
population, they believe, than elsewhere in the 
civilized world. 


COMMUNICATIONS. 

THE VIRGINIA BOOKSELLERS' ASSOCIATION 
IS FOR REFORM. 

Petersburg, Va., August 1, 1900. 
To the Editor 0/ The Publishers' Weekly. 

Dear Sir : We are watching with intense 
interest the move among publishers to correct 
the great evil that is sapping the life blood of 
publishers, as well as booksellers. We have 
not collected statistics to prove the statement, 
but it is a well-known fact that a large pro¬ 
portion of booksellers in this State has been 
driven from their chosen profession by the 
present unfortunate condition of the book 
trade. 

The Virginia Booksellers’ Association 
agrees with Mr. Scribner that “ the book 
trade could prove itself equal to cope with 
any business issue.” We agree with him too 
that “the time is ripe to take action against 
certain practices that hold the trade up to the 
derision of common sense business men.” 

Yes. gentlemen, the time has come! We 
are satisfied that if that Committee of Nine 
determine to correct the evils, it will be ac¬ 
complished. We can not but believe that it 
can be done. And then, again the book trade 
will flourish. The bookseller’s shop will be, 
as it should be, the centre of education, en¬ 
lightenment, and advancement of his com¬ 
munity, rather than almost a junk shop—a 
place to buy anything but a book. 

In answer to your request as to expense 
of conducting the book business, we have 
procured figures from the Virginia trade and 
find cost average i 2 l / 2 per cent.

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

PUBLISHERS' PLATE RENTING CO . CLAIM 
“ THE LITTLE MINISTER." 

Through the Publishers’ Plate Renting 
Company, a New York and New Jersey con¬ 
cern, John Arthur Frazer, of Chicago, on Au¬ 
gust 2, brought suit in the Northern Illinois 
district of the United States Circuit Court to 
secure an injunction against Charles Froh- 
man, the New York manager, and J. M. Bar¬ 
rie, the English novelist and playwright, 
against the production of “ The Little Minis¬ 
ter ” as staged by Mr. Frohman. 

The suit is a result of a purchase of the 
rights of the story by Mr. Frazer from the 
Publishers’ Plate Renting Company. This 
company originally secured “ The Little Min¬ 
ister ” from John W. Lovell, who is said to 
have bought the story from Barrie for $120, 
in 1891. When Frohman wanted it dramat¬ 
ized he authorized Barrie to make it over for 
the stage and exploited Maude Adams in it. 
The earnings of the play are said to have 
exceeded in three seasons $1,000,000, of which 
Barrie has received $100,000. 

When Frazer bought the plate rights about 
three months ago he made a dramatization 
of his own, which it is intended to stage next 
season. 

This is not the first time that “The Little 
Minister ” has appeared in court, as there 
has been one other suit based on the same 
contract between Lovell and Barrie. It was 
when the copyright was in possession of the 
Manhattan Trust Company, in 1898. The H. 
M. Caldwell Company published the story 
and an injunction was applied for from Judge 
Lacombe of the Southern district of New 
York. The suit never was heard ,as the de¬ 
fendants agreed to pay damages for the in¬ 
fringement and also a royalty on all future 
sales. 

Frohman’s affadavit which was forwarded 
to Chicago as part of the papers in the suit, 
claims that at the time “The Little Minis¬ 
ter” was published no copyright could be 
procured in England for publication in the 
United States. The story first appeared in 
Good Words early in 1891. Frohman’s at¬ 
torneys, Howe & Hummel, think that per¬ 
haps any one could dramatize the book, but 
that no one could make use of the form in 
which Mr. Barrie has dramatized it. The 
play is said to have been almost an original 
production, so far does it depart from the 
text of the story, and the rights to the drama, 
they say, do not depend at all upon any 
copyrights in the book. 

COPYRIGHT IN SPEECHES—HOUSE OF LORDS 
UPHOLDS LONDON “ TIMES " 

The House of Lords on August 6 gave 
judgment in the case of the London Times 
vs. John Lane, the question being whether a 
reporter can copyright speeches, the utter¬ 
ances in this case being those of Lord Rose- 
berv. The judgment reverses the decision 
of the Court of Appeals, the House of Lords 
upholding the copyright of the Times. Lord 
Robertson dissented from the judgment. 

The Hon. Sir Ford North. Judge of the 
Chancery Division of the High Court of Jus¬ 
tice, on August 10, 1899, granted to the Times 
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an injunction restraining John Lane, of the 
Bodley Head, from reprinting speeches of 
the Earl of Rosebery admittedly taken from 
the Times. The judge held that the reporter 
had a copyright in his report, and that this 
copyright had been acquired by the Times. 
In November, 1899, this decision, on the ap¬ 
peal of Mr. Lane, was reversed by the Court 
of Appeals, which held that a reporter had 
no copyright of the report of speeches giv¬ 
ing not only ideas but words in which ideas 
were expressed. The Times then appealed 
the case to the House of Lords, with the re¬ 
sult as above stated. It is reported that the 
case was extremely well argued, Augustine 
Birrell, the eminent authority on copyright 
matters, doing his best for Mr. Lane. The 
full report of the decision will be awaited 
with interest. 

COPYRIGHT BULLETINS. 

The Copyright Office, (Library of Con¬ 
gress, Washington, D. C.,) has just sent out 
Bulletins 2 and 3, and Part 1 of Bulletin 4. 
Bulletin No. 2 contains “ Directions for the 
Registration of Copyrights under the Laws 
of the United States/’ prepared by Thorvald 
Solbcrg, Register of Copyright, and revised 
to May, 1900. (36 p., 8°.) Bulletin No. 3 

is a collection of the “ Copyright Enactments, 
1783-1900,” also compiled by Mr. Solberg. 
The pamphlet comprises the Copyright Reso¬ 
lution of the Colonial Congress. 1783; the 
Copyright Laws of the Original States, 1783- 
1786; the Constitutional Provision concern¬ 
ing Copyright Legislation, and the Public 
and Private Copyright Laws enacted by Con¬ 
gress from 1790 to 1900, together with the 
Presidential Proclamation regarding Inter¬ 
national Copyright. The matter is made 
readily accessible by a comprehensive index. 
(84 p., 8°.) Bulletin No. 4. Part 1, contains 
the “Text of the Convention Creating the 
International Copyright Union, September 5, 
1887, together with Additional Articles Modi¬ 
fying the . . . Text, signed at Paris, May 4, 
1896, reprinted from the Official English Cir¬ 
culars.” (14 p., 8°.) Authors and publish¬ 
ers are deeply indebted to Mr. Solberg’s un¬ 
tiring devotion to the subject of copyright 
for placing so much useful information with¬ 
in their reach. Copies of these publications 
will be sent to any person requesting them.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Fred. G. Ochs, secretary and treasurer of 
the Gammel Book Company, of Austin, Tex., 
committed suicide on July 19. 

R. L. Bryan, a well-known Southern book¬ 
seller, died at Columbia, S. C., July 17. He 
was born at Charleston. S. C., November 24, 
1822. and was graduated from the Charleston 
College. In 1840 he came to New York as 
an apprentice in the bookstore of Collins & 
Brother. Four years later he went to Co¬ 
lumbia and took charge of McCarter’s book¬ 
store. He was admitted to partnership, and 
in 1872 became sole owner of the business 


which was thereafter continued under the 
firm name of R. L. Bryan & Co. In 1882 Mr. 
Bryan retired from the active management 
of the business which is now conducted by 
Thomas S. Bryan, a nephew, and R. Berkley 
Bryan, his son. 

Joseph B. Keen, senior member of the firm 
of Keen & De Lang of Chicago, died in that 
city July 15. Mr. Keen was born in Phila¬ 
delphia in 1854 and went to Chicago early in 
1871 to take a position in the publishing house 
of his uncle—W. B. Keen, Cooke & Co., 
which succeeded to the business of Brodegaw 
& Keen one of the first publishers to settle in 
Chicago. The firm’s entire business was de¬ 
stroyed in the great fire in 1871, but was im¬ 
mediately re-established and conducted until 
1882, when the partnership was dissolved, 
and W. B. Keen retired and removed to 
Philadelphia where he died. The business of 
W. B. Keen, Cooke & Co. went into the hands 
of Charles H. Kerr & Co. in 1886. Shortly 
after the change in the firm Joseph B. Keen 
established himself in the stationery business. 
In 1883 he associated himself with F. C. De 
Lang, who had been in the stationery busi¬ 
ness in Chicago since 1873, under the style 
Keen & De Lang. 

We regret to note the death on August 7, 
of John Edwin Atkins, who for upwards of 
thirty years has been connected with the 
house of E. & J. B. Young & Co. Mr. Atkins 
was born in Warminster, England, in 1845, 
and served a thorough apprenticeship to the 
English book trade. He came to this coun¬ 
try in 1868 and entered the employ of Pott 
& Amery who were succeeded by Pott, Young 
& Co., and, later, by E. & J. B. Young & Co., 
well qualified for the work in which he had 
engaged. He soon became recognized among 
the clergy and students as an authority on 
the literature of the Church of England. 
Mr. Atkins endeared himself alike to his im¬ 
mediate associates and to those with whom 
he came in contact in daily duties, for his 
upright character, his conscientious adherence 
to duty and his kindly and sympathetic dis¬ 
position. He was a member of the Church 
Club. St. Mary’s Choir, Church of St. Mary 
the Virgin, the Musurgia Society, and of Re¬ 
public Lodge, No. 690, F. A. M., all of New 
York. The organizations of which he was a 
member lose an earnest worker and an active 
brother who was ever willing to extend sym¬ 
pathetic and practical aid in every emergency, 
and the trade has lost a man whose life’s 
work exemplified in a modest yet persistent 
manner that fascination for his calling which 
prompts the claim that bookselling is a pro¬ 
fession. 

When Selim Sheffield White drew his last 
breath, on the afternoon of July 19, at his 
beautiful home in Wakefield, Mass., there 
passed from earth a Christian gentleman, a 
steadfast friend, and a successful business 
man. His circle of friends was bounded only 
by the limits of his country, as his business 
took him into every State, and his power of 
winning and holding the regard of all he met 
seemingly was without limit. Mr. White was 
born in Providence, R. I., December 20, 1854,. 
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the son of Cyrus N. and Ruth Pratt White. 
The family removed to Wakefield when Mr. 
White was a boy of live, and there he re¬ 
ceived his early education, graduating from 
the high school in the class of 1873. Thus 
early was he showing the qualities that after¬ 
ward made him popular and successful. He 
was the best declaimer in school and if at 
recess an interested circle was noted in school 
house or yard, there would Selim White be 
found holding forth on some topic of inter 
est. In the fall of 1873 he entered Phillips, 
at Andover, but ill-health compelled him to 
relinquish his work there. After recupera¬ 
ting he continued his studies alone, entering 
Dartmouth College with the class of 1878. 
In college he was one of the most popular 
men of a popular class, and while college 
tradition shall last so long will the memory of 
“ Slim ” White and the stories of his doings 
be affectionately recalled by his old college 
mates. Well equipped for the battle of life, 
Mr. White in the fall of 1878 entered the em¬ 
ploy of the well-known Boston publishing 
house of William Ware & Co. His work 
from the start was successful; but fate was 
beckoning him on to wider fields and larger 
opportunities. In January, 1883, he connected 
himself with the firm of J. H. Butler, of 
Philadelphia, and on February 1, 1887, he be¬ 
came a member under the firm name of But¬ 
ler, White & Butler. Two years later the 
firm was consolidated with Taintor Bros. & 
Co., and there Mr. White continued his work 
about a year longer until he became con¬ 
nected with the firm of Ginn & Co. of Boston 
with whom, as it proved, he was to score his 
greatest successes and win a reputation sec¬ 
ond to none in the publishing business. Mr. 
White was a member of the First Congrega¬ 
tional Church at Wakefield. An enthusiastic 
sportsman and ardent lover of nature he was 
a member of the Cape Cod Fishing Club, the 
Midlothian Golf Club of Chicago, the Quan- 
napowitt Yacht Club of Wakefield, the Bos¬ 
ton Gun Club, and Liberty Hill Sportsman’s 
Club. He was also a member of the Uni¬ 
versity Club of Boston, Golden Rule Lodge, 
F. A. M., and Crystal Lodge, A. U. O. W. 
Fie leaves a wife, a son and daughter, an aged 
mother and one brother, Edson W. White.

A new 
volume of verse entitled 44 In Cupid’s Court,” 
is by Ina Russelle Warren and will have il¬ 
lustrations of Cupids imagined by Titian, 
Raphael, Franceschini, etc. He will also 
bring out in the fall a volume to be entitled 
44 Down South,” a book of reproductions of 
Rudolf Eickemeyer Jr.’s delightful photo¬ 
graphs of picturesque negro life, to which 
Joel Chandler Harris will contribute an in¬ 
troduction. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. will publish a story 
by Miss Jeannette L. Gilder, the editor of 
The Critic, entitled 44 The Autobiography of a 
Tom-Boy,” sure to please the older people as 
well as the girls for whom it is primarily in¬ 
tended ; 44 On the Wing of Occasions,” a col¬ 
lection of stories by Joel Chandler Harris, in¬ 
cluding a novelette entitled 44 The Kidnap¬ 
ping of President Lincoln ”; and Maurus 
Jokai’s “Dr. Dumany’s Wife,” which deals 
with a stock speculation in Budapest during 
the Franco-Prussian war. Other books in 
preparation include 44 The Lane That Has 
No Turning,” a new book by Gilbert Parker; 
a fourth edition of Katherine De Forest’s book, 
44 Paris As It Is ”: the 30th thousand of 
Neltje Blanchan’s “Bird Neighbors”; and a 
book of great value and interest which will 
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be entitled “ The Furniture of Our Fore¬ 
fathers,” describing Colonial furniture 
brought to America until about 1840, to which 
Russell Sturgis will contribute critical notes 
describing the plates. 

Charles Scribner's Sons have in prepara¬ 
tion an exhaustive treatise on “ Oriental 
Rugs,” by John Kimberly Mumford, which 
will be illustrated with sixteen colored plates 
and sixteen half-tone cuts, showing some of 
the richest and rarest rugs in private col¬ 
lections in this country. The text will deal 
with the subject in all its details, not for¬ 
getting the important one of imitations and 
their detection. Hitherto the only work on 
the subject known to us has been an elaborate 
German treatise, in three portfolios. They 
have also under way “The Life of John Paul 
Jones,” entirely compiled from original 
sources, by Augustus C. Buell, who has oc¬ 
cupied for several years a prominent posi¬ 
tion with the Cramps in Philadelphia, and 
who while representing this firm in Russia 
discovered many new facts in connection with 
John Paul’s service in the imperial navy; also, 
“ Prince Charles Edward,” a biography, by 
Andrew Lang, based mainly on the Stuart 
papers at Windsor Castle and on documents 
in private collections many of them hitherto 
unknown or unpublished, with a number of 
portraits and illustrations printed by Goupil 
& Co., of Paris. They will publish shortly a 
popular edition of Robert Louis Stevenson’s 
“ Treasure Island,” with numerous woodcut 
illustrations by Wal Paget. 

G. P. Putnam's Sons have in preparation 
a Knickerbocker Literature Series , which is 
intended to cover for the general reader the 
important periods in the development of 
America. The first volume will be “ Episodes 
from * The Winning of the West,’ ” by Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt. The second volume will 
consist of extracts from “Adventures of Cap¬ 
tain Bonneville,” by Washington Irving, giv¬ 
ing a chronicle of the explorations of the fur 
traders in the outposts from which their work 
was done. The third volume, based upon 
Cooper’s “ Last of the Mohicans,” will pre¬ 
sent a romantic picture of the Indians and 
hunters of the border, many of the incidents 
for which Cooper drew from the adventures 
of Boone and the Long hunters in the Ken¬ 
tucky region. The fourth volume, based up¬ 
on the “Life of Lincoln,” by Noah Brooks, 
although dealing with a much later period of 
time, will tell the experiences of a boyhood 
and young manhood passed in these same 
pioneer surroundings. Another series will be 
The Top Round Scries which will deal chiefly 
with the drama and the stage. “Twelve Great 
Actors ” and “ Twelve Great Actresses,” both 
by Edward Robins, will form the first vol¬ 
umes. They have in press an art work enti¬ 
tled “ Four Great Venetians,” by Frank Pres¬ 
ton Stearns, author of “The Life of Tintor¬ 
etto,” and “The Midsummer of Art.” The 
new work will treat of Giorgione. Titian, 
Tintoretto, and Veronese, and will be lavish¬ 
ly illustrated with half-tone reproductions of 
the more prominent works of these great 
masters.
